terrific condition and jumped with real zest 
behind pacemaker Ashley Brook over the first 
few fences before losing his pitch five from 
home. 

His new jockey Paul Carberry nursed him 
over the next couple of fences before pulling 
him up before the third last. 

It was as he approached the final fence that 
he gurgled, staggered and fell down - probably 
the result of a heart attack. And the first per- 
son to be at his side was Henrietta Knight her- 
self. 

Tronically, the warm sunshine that had 
greeted the crowds, suddenly disappeared 
behind a big, chilly cloud. 

The race itself went to Monkerhostin and, 
thankfully, the winner’s conections were 
allowed to celebrate before the track’s assis- 
tant manager Vicki Robinson confirmed the 
sad news and announced it to the crowd. 

Yet as numbing as that was, all those people 
who came to see Best Mate were able to 
express their feelings to Knight and her hus- 
band Terry Biddlecombe half an hour later. 

Racing Demon, a five-year-old novice chaser 
for whom the pair hold very high hopes, won 
his first chase over the same track and trip 
that had seen Best Mate win his first effort 
over fences in October 2000. The reception, as

It's the sad 
side of racing, but one has to go forward and 
find another to replace him and you might just 
have seen him.”
